ONE OF THE interesting 
things about New Orleans is 
folk tales along the Mississippi 
and the story about the mys- 


terious Marie Laveau, a Voodoo. 


queen. The miraculous achieve- 
ments attributed to the persons 
involved in Voodooism are from 
tales handed down, according to 
Raymond J, Martinez, author of 
Voodoo Queen,’’ and several 
other books of the Mississippi 
and New Orleans 

There was a time when Voo- 
dooism was a serious part of 
life in the community. Folk 
tales are told many times and 
each time in a Slightly different 
way, and passed on from gene- 
ration to generation, Martinez 
made a study of the tales and 
wrote them down, “The story 
of Marie Laveau is of interest 
chiefly because she succeeded 
in the practice of Voodooism 
in a community where culture 
was high and the Christian re- 
ligion eminent,’’? Martinez said 
in the preface of his book ‘*Voo- 
doo Queen.’’ 

The voodoo queen, Marie La- 
veau, actually existed but ac- 
cording to Martinez the tales 
about her could have been 
changed in many ways as tales 
were handed down, But they 
must have been fairly correct 
Since some of his material was 
taken from newspaper accounts 
printed in New Orleans during 
those early years 

Many editorial comments 
were written in reference to 
Marie Laveau as the ‘*Voodoo 
Queen,’’ She is said to have 
given the people what they 
wanted in mixing Voodooism 
with Christianity. Her work was 
of a very clever person, accor- 
ding to Martinez who said to 
some she was a saint, toothers 
the devil incarnate. 

In the book ‘*Voodoo Queen’’ 
there are pictures of a typical 
there are pictures of a Voodoo 
Dance in New Orleans, taken 
from the Century Magazine of 
1886 and a picture of a typical 
Voodoo in New Orleans. 

Voodoo Queen Marie La- 
veau’s tomb is in the St. Louis 
cemetery No. 1 in New Orleans, 
and it is said that to some it 
is believed that she can still 
cast spells or influence lovers. 
Thousands of prominent men 
and women of New Orleans 
believed whatever she said. 
They dared not disbelieve, for 
she had the power to scare the» 
wits out of them, according to 
a message in Martinez’s book. 
Thousands flocked to her and 
would do anything she toldthem 
to do to make their wishes 
come true, such as wearing 
good luck charms, usually the 
end of a black cat’s tail or a 
rabbit’s foot or a twig or a 
pebble from a graveyard, or 
any other item which she sold. 

Martinez said that Marie La- 
veau was, from all accounts, 
an ignorant woman and that if 
She could read and write that 
was the extent of her education, 
and that it was certain that she 
never read a book in her life- 
time and that it was doubtful 
that she ever read anewspaper, 
yet men and women who had 
been educated at the leading 
colleges and universities of the 
United States and Europe went 
to seek her advise in personal 
matters and political activities 
concerning the local govern- 
ment and the nations of the 
world 

According to a report in the 
book the records of vital sta- 
tistics show that Marie Laveau, 
a free mulatto, was born at New 
Orleans in 1794, and married 
Jacques Paris, a carpenter, 
who is reported to have been 
three-fourths white, on August 
4, 1819. Jacques died in 1822, 
less than three years after the 
marriage, and Marie assumed 
the title of ‘Veuve (widow) 
Paris’’, which is noted in the 
inscription on her tomb in the 
St. Louis cemetery No. 1, but 
there is no record of the in- 
terment of Jacques Paris. 

According to the Picayune 
of June 25, 1873, there were at 
that time three hundred Voodoos 
in the city, presided over by a 
queen, 

It is reported in the Picayune 


of June 25, 1873, that more than 
a thousand persons, while 
ashamed to openly acknowledge 
their belief in the Voodooism, 
Secretly had faith and were 
found on the Sly practicing its 
tenets. The belief in Voodooism, 
according to the author of 
‘Voodoo Queen’’, was one of 
fear, and he said that the tales 
of Marie are as strange as the 
Stories of Noah's Ark, 

I’m not a believer in Voo- 
dooism, but even so you can 
have a strange feeling in New 
Orleans as if actually there 
does exist some strange kind 
of mental telepathy. 

The author of ‘*Voodoo 
Queen’”’ stated that New Orleans 
is rich in folklore and that every 
old home has its ghosts and 
many of the superstitions have 
come down even to this day, 
and occasionally someone will 
find forms of present day 
‘grisegris’? not a great deal 
different from those in the days 
of Marie Laveau, 

He explained that Voodoo is 
the dark belief that is supposed 
to have originated in western 
Africa, and was carried to New 
Orleans by the first Negroes 
who were brought to the colony 
as Slaves and that Marie La- 
veau though born in New Orleans 
was the most famous of all 
the queens 

I found the book exciting and 
interesting. He said that there 
are some fabrications and ad- 
ditions which seemed necessary 
in order to create the atmos- 
phere of the times in order to 
show the manner of life in the 
community when the greater 
number of inhabitants con- 
Sidered Voodooism and ani- 
mism with much seriousness, 
Folk tales, until they appear in 
print, are told many times, and 
each time in a Slightly different 
way, he said, but all have some 
basis of truth. 


I PLAYED THE WILD when 
I bought little books in Old 
New Orleans a couple of weeks 
ago for the children, I called 
myself getting books that were 
clean and all were with per- 
haps the exception of one called 
“Salty Sayings = from Cynical 
Tongues.’’
